RUSSIAN GUNBOAT GOES TO THE BOTTOM, 


Tokio, August 19.—A Russian gunboat of the Otuzni type struck a 
mine and sank off Laio promontory, the extreme heigbt of the Kwang Tung 
peninsula, at eight o’clock on Tuesday night. 

The Otuzni is an armored gunboat of 1500 tons displacement. She car- 
ried one 8-inch -gun, one 6-inch gun, and ten quick-firing guns. She has 


two torpedo tubes, a speed of fifteen knots, and carries a crew of 142 men.

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Scheme of Taxation 


Regarding Calgary’s suggested now 
scheme of municipal taxation the 
Herald says ;— 

The change recently suggested by 
the Board of Trade in the principle 
of taxation in vogue, was yesterday 
approved by the joint committee of 
the Board of Trade and the city 
council. The meeting was held in the 
Poard of Trade rooms and those pre- 
sent were Alderman Cushing, Alder- 
man Underwood, Alderman Hornby, 
M. Morris, John S. Hall, F. F. Higgs, 
R. J. Hutchings, A. Allan and C..W. 
Peterson. 

The memorandum recently cempil- 
ed by the Poard of Trade was taken 
up and the various clauses discussed. 
Some of these clauses were not dealt 
with as they related to the machin- 
ery for the working out of the scheme. 
Only the clauses which dealt with the 
principle of the new taxation basis 
were given much attention. 

Mr. Peterson since taking up the 
matter has been gathering informa- 
tion from eastern cities as to how 
the scheme of a business tax works 
and this data he gave to the commit- 
tee yesterdays.

After a brief discussion this mo- 
tion was moved by Messrs. Hutch- 
ings and Hall and carried, that the 
joirt commitiee believed that tax- 
ation on the basis of personal pro- 
perty was unfair, vexatious and un- 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Hail moved and Aiderman 
Cushinz seconded the following mo- 
tion, which carried: “We advise the 
city council to seek authority from 
the lezislative assembly to impose a 
business tax based on rental value 
ef premises occupied not to exceed 15 
per cent. of such rental value and 
if necessary to ask for the repeal o! 
the present personalty tax olauses. 

Messrs. Allan and Hizgs moved that 
the city council be advised to fix 
from time to time according to the 
financial requirements of the city, the 
respective percentage of taxation for 
each business group submitted by 
this commitiec. 

The following resolution was also 
passed : “We recommend that’ the 
various business groups on the sche- 
dule to be submitted should for tax- 
ation purposes be graded as enumer- 
ated therein; that is to say, group 
one should be taxed the highest and 
the last group to the lowest extent.”

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LITTLE DAMAGE TO CROPS 
¥, F. Tims, returned last evenmn¢ 


from Fort Saskatchewa... Regarding 
the reported severe hail storm in 
that vicinity on Wednesday evening 
Mr. Tims stated that only a slight 
@amaze was done to the crops and 
this only in one small locality. In 
Fort Saskatchewan itself, and on 
the vacant lands back of the village, 
hail fell very heavily. A large num- 
ber of windows in the police barracks 
were broken. Farmers who came in 
from the surrounding country yester- 
day report that any damage from hail 
was confined to a small strip of coun- 
try in the Lamoureux settlement on 
the north bank of the river. Some 
of thes: farms were slightly affected 
by the hail, which seemed to fall in 
nsrrow strips. There was no dam- 
age whatever to crops on the south 
side of the river and none on the 
north side except just at Lamoureux. 

The hail was accompanied by 4 
sweeping windstorm which made many 


‘of the Fort residents think the dam- 


age to the surrounding country had 
been considerable and which accounts 
for the exaggerated reports of the 
storm circulated in Edmonton Wed- 


nesday evening. 


SHALLOW CULTIVATION 
IN SUMMER 


In the ofder provinces of Canada the 
majority of the farms have been de- 
creasing in soil fertility year by year. 
Many of the pioneer farmers assumed 
fhat the richness of the w-rgin soi. 
‘wae ‘practically inexhaustible, a imis- 
take that is all too frequently ‘epeat- 
ed by the settlers on our mew lands 
at the present Yay. With the deep, 
rich vegetable ‘mold of the v-rgin soil, 
and looking to the present trather than 
to the future, it seemed ‘profitable to 
the early settlers to exhaust tthe avail- 
able fertility of the upper layer, and 
then bring to the surface by deep 
plowing a lower layer to suffer the 
same treatment. In. this way the vege- 
table matter or humus has been large- 
ly exhausted, and the soil has iost its 
fine texture and meilowness, its capac- 
ity for absorb:-i¢.and retaining water, 
iis permeability -ccts, its capacity 
for absorbing and ro-aining heal, all 
of which are regarded ‘by scientiste as 
more important than the actuai chem- 
ical combosition of the soil. 

The problem to-day is how to ‘estore 
the fertility of the soil and at the 
game time make a iiving off the land. 
What system of cu-tivation will enable 
us to obtain a soil with a fair amount 
of vegetabe matter to the depth of at 
Jeast a few inches? The Ontario and 
Dom‘nion Experimental Farms seem to 
rave: solved the problem by adopting 
shallow cultivation and a systematic 
rotation of crops in which c.over occu- 
pies a prominent pace. Under this 
method, as outlined by Prof. Reynolds, 
the land is plowed only onice (in three 
or four years, all the rest of the culti- 
vation being done with harrows, tu.ti- 
wators, and other implements which 
cut, crush, pulverize and loosen, but 
do not invert the soil. 

To show clearly the method of sum- 
mer cultivation, let us suppose that the 
pecond year’s crop has been taken off 
ea clover field. The sod is plowed about 
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August, as early as possible, in order 
to take advantage of the summer's 
hea: to decompose the roots. Then it 
is harrowed to loosen the surface and 
prevent the escape Of moisture, whch 
is also required “in decomposition. Af- 
ter that It is cultivated frequently, 
without tearing up the scd, the ob- 
jects being to Gestroy the weeds that 
may be growing and to enable ihe sod 
to rot by keeping in the moisture. As 
the manure is p.owed in with the sod, 
it will be well deconipased before win- 
ter, thus ensuring a good supply of 
humus for the next crop. The last 
thing in the fall the land should be 
Tibbed up in the same manmer as for 
turnip drills. This is best done with 
a double moidsboard plow. This rib- 
bing prevents leaching away of the 
plant food, most of which ‘s heaped 
into the drills; exposes a greater sur- 
facce to the pulverizing action of 
frost: and allows a more rapid drying 
in the spring, and consequently e€ari- 
ier woking and Seeding. 

Probab:y the next crop will be en- 
silage corn or roots. In. the spring 
the ridges are smoothed down and a 
gcoc seed-bed 
the plow. After the crop is sown, sur- 
face cultivation is continued to kill the 
weeds and conserve the moisture. In 
the fall the ground fs again ribbed 
up for the winter. The following year 
a spring grain crop may ie Bown and 
the land seeded dewn, ‘completing the 
rotation. 


Inquest Held 


The inquest, several times postpon- 
ed, held on the body of the Kuhnert 
child which was found in the river on 
Sunday afternoon, August 7th, was 
continued Thursday afternoon. The 
jury which has been sitting on this 
case is composed as follows: A. McNic- 
oll, foreman; Jas. Ross, Jas. Connelly, 
Thos. Griffin, Jos. Hostyn, and H. Car- 
reau. Several witnesses were heard 
who merely repeated evidence already 
given. The jury retired and shortly 
afterwards brought in the following 
verdict : 

“We find that Edward Oscar Kuh- 
nert came to his death by drownmg 
at the hands of his mother, who was 
at the time in an insane state of 
mind.”

War Notes 


St. Petersburg, August 15th.— The 
emperor has received the following de- 
spatech from Viceroy _Alexieff, dated 
August 18th: ‘According to a report 
from Port Arthur August 10, the Jap- 
anese attacked Taku Siahou mountains 


in enormous force during the night of 
August 9th and occupied them after 
fifteen hours fighting on the night of 
August 10th. During a heavy rain 
storm the Japs attacked our east front, 
but were repuised at ail points. They 
also attacked simultaneously our whole 
front from Wof hill to Taku tnoun- 
tain, but everywhere were driven ‘back. 
The fortress has been bombarded from 
the east sile for fcur days. 

Berlin, August 16:h—A dispatch to 
the Lokal Anzeiger from Tokio dated 
yesterccy confirms reporis that heavy 
fighting has cecurred at Port Arthur 
curing the past few days. The VJap- 
anese captured three Russian batter- 
ies and secured good positions cose to 
the Inner fortifications. Both sides iost 
heavily. The Japanese have commenc- 
ed a bombardment from Lang mountain 
on the harbor and inner defences.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lets for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner cf Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
npon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re-

taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upor the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoiniug or cornering town- 


sbip. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings ret their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

very homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for etry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his in‘@ntion 
to do so. 

{nformation.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, a/ivice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well
